ONDON waited 
anxiously in 1909 
for news of — the 


L 9,000-ton liner 


Waratah. But none came; 
none has ever come, To this 
day no one knows for cer- 
tain the time, the place or 
the reason for —hertdisnp- 
pearance. 

That in itself is strange 
enough. But stranger still 
is the fact that a man 
dreamed she had capsized 
in a storm before \t was 
known that anything had 
happened to her. 

Theorics there have been in 
dozens to explain what tragedy 
befell this practically new ship 
after she sailed from Durban In 
South Africa at 6 p.m. on Juiy 
26, 1909. But only one thing Is 
really certain—she never arrived. 
at her destination, Capetown. 

From brief reports, however, 
it ls possible to trace her course 
for somo way after she Ieft 
Durban. On the morning of July 
27, for instance, she overtook 
another British steamer, the 
Clan MacIntyre, and the vessels 
exchanged weather information 
in Morse stgnals. As the Waratah 
pulled ahead the other ship 
flashed: “Thanks, good-bye; a 
pleasant pnssage.” 

And as the Waratah was seen 
to disappear over the horizon 
she was steaming rapidly and 
normally.

Later the same day the Clan 
Macintyrg encountered a strong 
gale and high sea, followed by 
a burifcane *which abated on 
July 29. 

The officers .f the Clan Mac- 
Intyre were the ast people to 
see the Waratoh, although the 
Union-Castle steamer Guelph re- 
ported that ct 9.51 p.m, on July 
27, about 80 miles from Durban, 
sho saw an unidentMed passen- 
ger ship cbout five miles away 
signalling in Morse. 

The officer of the watch could 
not make vut the first signal that 
came, but clearly read the 
letters “TAH.” The steamer—if 
it was the Waratah—was then 
on course for Cepetown and was 
showing no distivss signals. 


GRUESOME 


HEN, on August 16, the 

steamship Tottenham passed 

a number of pieces of flesh. On 

one larger piece there was an 
albatross. 

The captain took the ship 
close, looked through hls glass, 
and saw what appeared to be a 
human torro. Throughout the 
doy the ship passed other similar 
flotsem, but could make nothing 
of it as the place was infested 
with sharks. 

But there was nothing—as yet 
—to connect these grucsome 
items with the Waratah. 

Two years later, in 1911, one 
of the ner’s lifeboats was 
found—on the New Zealand 


coast, thousands of miles from 
the aren in which she wos 
Uought to have foundered. This 
gave rise to further speculation. 


During the years, various 
pleces of wreckage have been 
warhed up on the rocky South 
African coast. But none of it 
has ever been positively identi- 
fied. Nor hes any of the 
uncharted wrecks spotted from 
the air been proved to be tho 
Waratah. 


And no bodles were ever re~ 
covered. 


Star witness at a 15-day Board 
of Trade inquiry in London was 
Mr Claude G. Sawyer, a com~ 
pany director, who but for a 
premonition of danger might 
have beén the 212th name on the 
casualty lst. 

In his evidence, he said there 
was “something unusual” about 
the Waratoh during the voyage 
across the Indlan Occan from 
Australia, 

Soon after embarking from 
Sydney he noticed she had a big 
list to port. -After they left 
Adelaide she rolled and wobbicd 
in an “alarming manner,” and 
remained a long time on each 
side before recovering. 

In the carly morning before 
arrival at Durban he a 
welrd dream, He saw aman “In 
a very peculiar dress” with a. 
long sword In his right hand, 
which he appeared to be holding 
between Mr Sawyer and other 
peasengers: 
eld a rag covered with blood.

Mr Sawyer told the hushed 
inquiry that he had the same 
dream three times in rapid 
succession. “Next day I menfion- 
ed the dream to a gentleman 
and he said, ‘It's a warning.’ 
Then I began to think ‘why I 
should be warned ond I was 
anxious to leave the ship.” 


He wasted no time, packed his 
luggage and  dis¢mbarked at 
Durban. He told several people 
eof his dream, Including the 
manager of the Union-Castle 
office, where he booked a fresh 
passage to Capctown. 


He also sent this telegram to 
his wife: “Booked Capttown. 
Thought the Waratah top-heavy. 
Landed at Durban.” 

On July 28, after the Waratah 
had sailed but before there was 
anything to suggest she had been 
lest, ho hod an even more dls- 
turbing dream.
